had a steady growth 
Lincoln 
is the only city in 
N e ­ 
braska. and one of very few' other 
< itie» throughout the country to sup­ 
port a school for mute children 
T u n e was when the little boys and 
girls who were so unfortunate as to 
be afflicted with deafness, anti con­ 
sequently unable to learn to speak, 
were forced to go through life w ith 
nothing but the sign language to help 
them along Bu t now, they are taught 
to speak and learn to read Ups so 
that they do not depend upon a n y ­ 
thing hut their own lips and eyes to 
guide them along in the world. 
M any fam ilies out in the state h a v ­ 
ing learned of the existence of such 
a school in Lincoln, have moved hero 
that their children m ay take ad van ­ 
tage of such a wonderful opportun- 
ity. 
One of the pathetic things hereto­ 
fore 
about 
the 
deaf children, 
was 
that the m ajority of them had to he 
sent aw ay to school in order to re- 
-•eive any kind of an education 
That 


was unsatisfactory for two reasons. 
First, because it took the child aw ay 
from the home atmosphore, and sec­ 
ond, because it gave the child only 
the association of those afflicted a« 
himself. 
N ow the deaf children and other 
children are all kiddles together, in 
Lincoln 
A f t e r the child has learned 
to speak and has learned to read lips, 
he m ay go into the grades w ith the 
other children and loses much of his 
self-consciousness in m ingling w ith 
boys and girls who are, as he thinks, 
different. 
. 
This departm ent is under the di- 
rectton of M rs 
Anna Mabel DeVore 
and for the past three years has been 
located at Prescott school, but owing 
to the fact that the school is Increas­ 
ing in its number of students, and 
becaus elt could be more cen trally 
located, the board of education w ill 
bring it down to the city at the be­ 
ginning of the next school year. 
The children are taught by the oral 
method only 
A ny child who Is deaf 
or too hard of hearing to c a rry on 
is adm itted into this group, provid­ 
ing he js of norm al m entality. 
To w atch the children as they read 


or as they play or do any of the 
other things required in the school 
routine, one would scarcely suspect 
they are different 
from 
any 
other 
scho o l children, ami they are happy. 
Th ey are not so happy at first, 
though, 
according 
to 
M rs 
Devore, 
who says that practically every child 
who has come to the school has been 
morose and rather inclined towards 
sullinesa. 
But 
after 
they 
have 
learned some of the things they are 
to do and have played w ith the other 
children they gradually lose this feel­ 
ing and become as happy and v i­ 
vacious as a norm al child siiould be. 
The ch ildren are all 
ages 
The 
youngest this year is five years of 
age, a pretty, little blond thing who 
laughs and plays, unconscious of the 
fact that she is m issing anything in 
life 
B u t that is as it should be, Mrs. 
D eVore says. 
The children are to 
forget that they can not hear and 
that they could not speak until they 
cam e to the school. 
There is no question but w hat the 
day school for the deaf receives the 
heartiest co-operation of the parents 
of the children.
